Authorization was 
granted to make an examiners amendment in order to place the application in condition for allowance The present 
invention is neither anticipated nor rendered obvious by the prior art of record because the pig comprises seal with a 
v-shaped recess and radially extending grooves attached to a thin wall body in combination with the other claimed 
limitations. The present claims as amended were searched and no prior art was found that read on the claims. The 
prior art considered is made of record. The Applicant's appeal brief also states that the previous rejection was invalid 
which is true because the flexiblity of steel verses the non rigid body does not suggest a combination as claimed by 
applicant. The claims have been amended to overcome 1 12 rejections as well as better define the invention. Placing 
the application in condition for allowance.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.)
